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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Your Conference Board of Education submits the following report 
and recommendations: 

We note with pleasure the growth of our educational institutions. 
Much has been done during the last year in the way of raising endow- 
ments. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

President Williams of Galloway College brings us a very encourag- 
ing report of the work done in that splendid institution. There 
comes to us an insistent demand to do more for this college in a finan- 
cial way. 

They need a gymnasium and other equipment that will call for a 
good deal of money. And we are glad that the day seems near at 
hand when the claims of Galloway College for financial aid can be laid 
before our church. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

The report that comes to us from Hendrix College is very gratify- 
ing. The attendance this year is about 25 per cent above that of last 
year. The conduct of the students is unusually good. We are grati- 
fied to note that Bro. Thomas has secured the endowment for which 
we have been praying and working. The only thing in the way of 
securing the full benefit of that endowment is a small debt that rests 
upon the college. In view of this fact we would urge our people 
throughout the Conference to join heartily in the campaign which we 
hope to begin at once looking to the liquidation of that debt. 

SLOAN HENDRIX ACADEMY. 

We learn with regret chat the trustees appointed by this Confer- 
ence last year to take charge of our academy at Imboden found them- 
selves unable to arrange for the re-opening of the school last fall and 
found it necessary to allow the property to be used for other purposes. 
We believe that an academy of high grade is needed in that section 
and that the time has come when a first- class training school can be 
maintained. We declare it to be the purpose of this Conference to 
maintain the academy in spite of temporary embarassments. As this 
Conference has authority under the deed to appoint trustees, when the 
academy is not directly under the control of Hendrix College, we 
therefore declare the places vacant of all trustees and elect the fol- 
lowing trustees to hold the property in trust for the church and to 
manage the affairs until their successors are elected by this Conference: 
F. M. Daniel, Mammoth Spring; J. D. Wells, Pocahontas; J. A. Beak- 
ley, Walnut Ridge; J. H. Bennett, Maynard; A. M. Metcalf, Hardy, 
and Rev. M. M. Smith and Rev. C. M. Reves. 

Further we authorize and direct these trustees to secure a faculty 
and open the school next fall, or as soon thereafter as practicable; 
and authorize said trustees, if they see fit, to appoint an agent, pref- 
erably the principal, the preacher in charge at Imboden, or the 
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Presiding Elder of the district, to raise funds in Fulton, Sharp, Randolph 
and Lawrence Counties, for repairing and equipping the school. We 
recommend that the trustees and principal confer freely with the 
representatives of our educational work with a view to the establish- 
ment of the most hearty co-operation between our educational forces, 
and we recommend to our people, especially of the above named 
counties, to patronize this academy in so far as they need a school of 
this grade 

We make the following recommendations: 

1. That Dr. R. R. James, R. E. L. Johnson, Rev. W. L. Oliver, 
Rev. M. M. Smith, succeed themselves as members of the board of 
trustees of Hendrix college. 

2. That we pledge our hearty co-operation to Rev. Jas. Thomas, 
the Commissioner of Education for Hendrix college, in his great work 
for the educational interests of our church. 

3. That our Conference assume the amount of $7,500.00 on the 
Hendrix College debt to be raised by a general campaign to be begun 
at once, and to culminate in a special collection in every charge on the 
third Sunday in January. 

4. That we promise our loyal support to any one whom the Board 
of Trustees of Galloway College may put in the field as its financial 
agent. 

5. That the board of trustees of our colleges be authorized and 
urged so to alter their charters as to conform to the requirements of the 
new law of our church for our educational institutions, if they do not 
already so conform. 

6. That we make an assessment of $1,410.00 for the General Board 
of Education; $1,000.00 for Hendrix College and $500.00 for Galloway 
College, to be divided thus among the districts:

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 
Dear Brethren — The information furnished this board by the 
secretary of the general board, Rev. S. F. Parker, concerning the work 
of the Epworth League at large, is inspiring, and furnishes food for 
thought. We quote a few points from this report that our Conference 
records may echo the good news, and that our pastors and workers 
may be encouraged and quickened to a sense of the opportunities for 
discovering rare jewels for the Master’s crown. 

“ The growth of the Epworth League has been healthy, showing 
during the past quadrennium a net increase of 626 chapters and 24,604 
members.” 

“ The Epworth Era was able last year to pay all expenses, includ- 
ing the salary of the editor. Its present weekly issue is 16,600.” 

We take the following extracts from the report of the Epworth 
League Board to the last General Conference: “A large proportion of 

the younger members of the boards of stewards, woman’s missionary 
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societies and Sunday-school forces in many of our congregations have 
been recruited from the Epworth League.” 

“By many careful observers, the layman’s movement has been 
traced in large measure to the young people’s movement, represented 
in our church by the Epworth League.” 

“ It has been estimated by Dr. DuBose that at least one thousand 
men are in our ministry through the spiritual work of the League.” 

Concerning the missionary forces: “Scarcely a candidate goes 

forth from the woman’s boards who has not been largely influenced 
and trained in the Epworth League; and like testimony comes from 
the committee on candidates of the general board.” 

“ The Leagues, especially in their state and district conferences, 
have emphasized the evangelistic work, and these meetings often 
partake of the true revival character and are rich in definite decision 
and clear conversion.” 

“ The special gifts of the League for missions during three years of 
the past quadrennium amount to about $75,000; for other benevolences 
$225,000. Last year the amount for missions was $26,575.86; for other 
purposes $81,270.01, making the magnificent sum of $107,845.86.” 

We regret, however, that the work in our own Conference, as a 
whole, is at low tide. The organized chapters are doing creditable 
work. The cause of our complaint is that not enough chapters are 
organized in the bounds of the Conference. 

Out of over one hundred pastoral charges there are only thirty- 
eight League chapters, leaving over sixty per cent, of the charges, and 
perhaps ninety per cent of the congregations, without either a Senior 
or a Junior League. 

Brethren of the Conference, this ought not to be so. The General 
Conference put in the discipline twenty years ago the requirement of 
pastors to organize Epworth Leagues in all our congregations. The 
experience of pastors everywhere who have perseveringly made efforts 
on behalf of the League prove beyond question that the effort pays 
from every standpoint. 

We urge you to do your best this year to organize both a Junior 
and a Senior League in every congregation where there are as many as 
ten children or young people of suitable age. 

The General Secretary, Dr. Parker, Nashville, Tenn., will be only 
too glad to furnish you with all necessary information for organizing 
the chapters, and your Conference Board will co-operate with your 
plans as far as possible. 

Let our watch- word for the year be: “A League chapter for every 
charge.”

The total gain or profits of 1909 were $80,414 78, 
which was an increase in gain over 1908 of $13,463.15. The total net 
assets at Nashville and Dallas are $1,120,937.55. 

As to the character of our books and periodicals, they are attain- 
ing a very high degree of excellence. 

“The Cole Lectures” for 1910, by Bishop McDowell, are especially 
fine. 

As to our Quarterly Review, we cannot speak too highly. Dr. 
Alexander has around him a corps of the strongest contributors. It 
bears favorable comparison with the very best religious magazines. 
In philosophy, theology and literature it is a leader. We recommend 
it to all our preachers and intelligent laymen. 

The Christian Advocate is growing. It is what a church paper 
ought to be, a family paper. It appeals to us as being necessary in 
every Methodist household. 

Our Sunday-schools may expect rich things in their literature for 
the next year. While it is, and has been good, we heartily approve 
the improvements that Dr. Chappel is proposing to put into it for 1911. 

We note with pleasure the improved condition of the literature of 
our General Board of Missions, and of the Epworth League, together 
with the study circles, and commend them to our people 

The Western Methodist is worthy of our enthusiastic support. It 
is a 16-page weekly and we rejoice in its strength and in its fearless 
advocacy of everything that is for the good of our church and state.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE METHODIST 

ORPHANAGE. 

The past year was a very happy one for our orphanage. We had 
no severe sickness, and things went smoothly in the home. We 
received ten orphans in the home and placed three in good families, 
leaving twenty-nine now in the institution, which is the largest number 
we have ever had. We rejected forty-four applications for children. 
We have not refused admission to any orphan. Several half-orphans 
have been refused. During the eight years of the work of the home 
we have received one hundred and thirty-six children. 

On the first of September, 1909, we broke ground for the new 
building. July 11th, 1910, we moved the children into the home, 
although it was not finished. The home is located on a commanding 
hill in the west end of Little Rock near the Highland car line, and in 
easy reach of the R. E. Lee public school. The new Highland church 
is within four blocks of the home and the children have transferred 
their membership to it. The new building is 120 feet long by 116 feet 
wide, and is planned not only for the present but will be ample for 
many years to come. We have paid for everything about the building 
except the heating plant, which will cost about $1,000. We expect to 
have that in band by the time the contractor demands it. To pay for 
the beating plant, complete the building and put in the sewerage, we 
will need about $6,000.00, which Brother Thornburgh hopes to gather 
up in the near future. The building was erected under the superin- 
tendency of Brother W. R. Casey, a member of our board, who has large 
experience as a contractor of public buildings in this city. The material 
and work in the building are all first quality. It is estimated that the 
plant will cost, when complete, $30,000, but Brother Casey says no con- 
tractor would have built the house for $30,000. 

We have subscriptions for furnishing the home as follows: For 
the parlor, $160, by the Epworth League of the Winfield Church; the 
library, $160, by the Little Rock Conference Woman’s Home Mission- 
ary Society; the dining-room, $160, by Mrs. Mary T. Carroll, in memory 
of her husband, Dr. D. C. Carroll; the hospital, $100, by Mrs. W. H. 
Pemberton, in memory of her brother, Dr. Thos. Carroll; the kitchen, 
$100, by Dr. G. D. Clements, of Auvergne; the linen room, $100, by the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society of Winfield Church; bed-rooms, $100, 
by C. E. Rosenbaum, in memory of his grandchild, Pauline Harris; 
$76, by First Church Sunday-school, Batesville; $76, by the Woman’s 
Home Mission Society of Huttig; $76, by Mrs. F.V. Holmes, Little Reck. 

Brother George Thornburgh has been the agent in God’s hands for 
raising the funds with which to erect the splendid building above 
described, and he is entitled to the gratitude of all for his untiring 
efforts, and to our congratulations for his splendid success.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren— Your Committee on Temperance 
note with profound gratitude the continued growth of public senti- 
ment against the open saloon as evidenced by the results of the recent 
election for and against liquor license. In the State election two 
years ago 57 counties voted “against license” and 18 voted “for license.” 
In the recent election 6 out of the 18 “pro-license” counties changed 
from the “wet” to the “dry” column, leaving only twelve counties in 
the “wet” column, whose “pro-licensed” majorities were greatly 

reduced. 

Within t':e bounds of the White River Conference the temperance 
forces have made substantial gains. Independence and Jackson 
counties, until recently the strong- holds of the liquor interests— the 
former having a big distillery and the latter the open saloon-are now 
very dry. Independence county, by special legislative enactment, at 
the recent election voted by a large majority to prohibit both the 
manufacture and the sale of liquor within her borders. In Cross and 
Poinsett counties vigorous efforts are being made by the temperance 
people to close the open saloon by petition, with flattering prospects 
of success in Cross county. 

We urge our people to keep up the battle against this infamous 
traffic until the whole world is redeemed from its blighting and 
withering touch. 

We recommend: 

1. That Bishop McCoy be requested to appoint the Rev. Frank 
Barrett to be superintendent of the Anti-saloon League of Arkansas. 

2 That he appoint five Trustees who should represent the White 
River Conference in the Board of Trustees of the Anti-saloon State

MEMOIR. 

Gershom S. Morehead was born December 17, 1866, in Burton 
county, Miss. Converted early in life, received a high-school education, 
licensed to preach in early manhood, served some time as a local 
preacher, later entered the itinerant ministry in the North Mississippi 
Conference, and in 1900 was transferred to the White River Conference, 
in the bounds of which he labored until his death, May 20, 1910. 

From 1901 until 1908 he served the following: Wesley, Wheatley, 

Heber, Maynard, Portia, Calico Rock, Evening Shade and Bethesda 
circuits. 
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In 1909-10 he took a supernumerary relation, serving as agent of the 
American Bible Society by appointment of the Bishop. 

Early in May of 1910 he went for a visit to his father and family in 
Mississippi. Shortly afterward he was taken severely ill with pneu- 
monia and soon fell asleep at peace in Jesus. 

He was a man of deep and solid piety who impressed all who knew 
him for a better life.

MEMOIR. 

Rev. James Richardson Edwards.— One of our faithful itinerant 
preachers has finished his work and passed over the river to receive 
his reward. He is at rest “over there.” Brother Edwards was born in 
Ballard county, Ky., April the 12th, 1844. Of his early life I cannot 
write, except that he was not religious. But in 1882 on the Pineville 
circuit in Izard county, Ark., he was genuinely and powerfully convert- 
ed, actually made a new man, changed from a horse-racer to an humble, 
devout Christian. Wonderful power and grace that can effect such a 
radical change in a man, and so change the course of his life even unto 
the day of his death! Brother Edwards joined the Methodist Epispocal 
Church, South, and was licensed to preach the year he was converted, 
and admitted on trial into the White River Conference at Newport, 
Ark., Dec. 12th, 1883. His recommendation was from Mammoth 
Spring Mission Quarterly Conference, Batesville District, S. G. Shaw, 
Presiding Elder. 

Brother Edwards served the following works : Mammoth Spring 

Mission, 1884; Chickasawba circuit, 1885; Jonesboro circuit, 1886-7; 
Lorado circuit, 1888; State Line, Miss., 1889; Ash Flat circuit, 1890-1; 
Newburg circuit, 1892; West Batesville, 1893-4; Mountain View, 1895; 
Imboden and Black Rock, 1896; Black Rock, 1897; Siloam circuit, 1898: 
Jacksonport circuit, 1899; Boydsville circuit, 1900-1-2; Mitchell Point 
circuit, 1903; Walnut Hill circuit, 1904; Knobel circuit, 1905; Boydsville 
circuit, 1906-7-8; Knobel circuit, 1909. This last work he only served 
part of the year and his health failed and he was compelled to give up 
his work. Went to Ravenden Springs and found a good home with 
his wife’s nephew, Bro. A. A. Griffiths, where he remained until Jan. 
6, 1910, when the Lord took him to his home in heaven. At our last 
Conference he was granted a superannuate relation. 

Brother Edwards was ordained deacon by Bishop Grandberry, Dec. 
13, 1885, at Helena, Ark. Was happily married to Mrs. Lula Phillips of 
Mammoth Spring, Ark., Dec. 27, 1883. She died Dec. 1902, and Brother 
Edwards was again married to Mrs. Eliza Grantham, Dec. 6, 1903, who 
now mourns her loss in the death of her companion. We buried Brother 
Edwards as he requested, at Mary’s Chapel, near Rector, Ark., 
beside his first wife. The sermon being preached by Rev. J. F. Jerni- 
gan, Rev. T. A. Bowen and the writer assisting in the service. Cold 
as it was a good company met to pay loving tribute to a former pastor. 
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Brother Edwards suffered much during his last illness, but bore it 
patiently, and was ready. He was as true and brave a soldier as ever 
enlisted in the Master’s army. With an undaunted courage and a 
steady step he went forth to fight for his Lord and was never happier 
than when in a great revival where saints were shouting and souls 
were being saved. A good man is gone. We will meet him beyond 
the river. The Lord bless and comfort his bereaved and faithful com- 
panion.
